mately 10,000 were based on
complaints from parents arous-
ed to-the menace presented by
“the vicious arrogance of the
smut racketeers.”
“"Actual arrests during the
iyear, according to Postmaster
Connor, totaled 315, a signifi-
cant increase over the previous
year, and almost double the
mumber of arrests during 1957,
when the department was still
Jimpered by inadequate en-
fordement legislation.
